Unfit for Law, thal! he betake himfeif to Phy- 
fick? Let him; but what muft be d ne firtt ? 
Why, his wifeft way is to go to one of our Uni- 
veriities, and forget that he faw another. Here 
I expect all Lovers of Foreign Education will 
cry out atonce, What, can’s a Man be an able 
Phyfician, if he is noi bred in England? Yes, 
he may ; bur not an Eneljb Phyfician: Nay, I 
will go farther, I will admic that Travel is ne- 
cellary to an Englijd Phytician ; but i do infitt 
upon it, that he fhall wavel a little in England 
firtt, and fhall have learned the fir Principles of 
his Profeilion, before he travels at all: And this 
I infiit on, becaufe I am convinced that our Uni- 
verfities have bred as great Men in that Faculty, 
as any in Ewrope ; and I am ready to prove this 
trom the Writinzs of Foreigners themiclves. If 
then a Foreign Education contributes nothing 
towards making a Man fit for having the Care 
of our Bodies, much lefS will ir enable him to 
aflume the Care of our Souls; Experience has 
taught us to beware of fiich Paftors as have fipp'd 
their firtt Draughts of Theology, cither trom 
Rome or Gancva: Queen Elizabith was plagued 
with both ; her immediate Succeflors tuffered 
furficiently from the latter , and the short Reign 
of King Yames I]. hath fufficiently warned us 
againft admitting the former. But ir may. be 
faid a Geatiemait may live in Town or Country 
on his own Eftate, without engaging in any of 
thef= Profeflions? It may be fo; but how do you 
know that the firft hurd Winter fhan't frighe 
him into /taly ? that a Fit of Coughing won't 
fend him to Jjfontpcllier? or a Fit of the Spleen 
to dix la Chapelle? A Gentleman at large, a 
Lover of Pleafure, or, in the Style of King 
Charles the Secend's Days, a Man of Mode, may 

indeed be produced by this Kind of Education, 

but we have fo many Sir Foplings of our own 

Growth, that it is really an unreafonable thing 
to put Parents to the Expence, or young Gentle- 
men to the Trouble, of going a Thoufand or 
Fifteen Hundred Miles at Nine Years old, to 

return Fops at Nineteen. Ina word, a greater 

Injury cannot be done to a Lad of tolerable Un- 

cerflanding, than fending him out of his Coun- 

try, before he is acquainted with it, and then 

kecping him out of ic till that Time of Life is 

fpent in which he might have been made beft 

acquainted with it. 


Bu T, to come to the Second Head, the Pub- 
lick fuffers infinitely more than Individuals can 
do ; it would be an eafy Matter to exhauft the 
Space of many Papers in enumerating the Ills 
to which the State is liable from this Practice ;

In point of Expence, the Publick (uffers deeply, 
tor this Article is alscady computed at 100,00 |. 
per .irn. and if the Humour fpreads in propo:- 
tion as all other Humours have fpread, every 
Cheefe monger in Thaimes-frect, and every Poul- 
terer lu St. James's Market, wiil be fending the 
Hopes of his Family to Leyden or Padua, to Paris 
or Lanfanne , we fhall in time have Party Semi- 
narics Abroad ; one Side will fend her Cons to 
learn Republican Principles at Befil or Geneva, 
aad the other, by the Ruie of Contrari: s, dilpatch 
theirs to ftudy the Civil Law in Germany, or to 
meke a Campaign againtt the Turis. ‘Thus in 
the End we thall have that Barbarifm introduced

Fortefiste, we fhall be referred, as indeed we have 
been already, to Gretius, Alachiavel, or Boulan- 
wllers. Ina word, we thall have the Contufion 
ot Label, among a People difagreeing alike in 
Hearts and in Languages. Again; inftead of 
ufeful Trades and Manufaétures, we fhall have 
ufeleis Arts, and deftruétive Decorations intro- 
duced amongft us; we fhall bave our Rivers 
fluiced into Canals, our noble Fields laid out into 
Streets of Green and Gravel; we fhall have 
Palaces built without Lodging-Rooms, and Li- 
braries erected for the Diiplay. not of Books, but 
of their Breedings. In fhort, we fhall be over- 
run with all the Curfes of Luxury, till our Pains 
give us a juft Senfe of our Folly, and we en- 
deavour to retrieve our antient Happinefs, by 
returning to our antient Cuftoms, by preferring 
an eafy decent Drefs, to foreign fluctuating 
Modes, Hofpirality to Ofientation, honeft In- 
duftry to a difhoneft Magnificence, and a frugal 
Care of our Fostunes to a wafteful Contempt of 
our own, and, at the fame time, an avaracious 
Defire of other Peoples Properties. Theft were 
the Virtues which formerly diftinguith'd Britons, 
and which I hope to fee diftinguith them again ;

reigners of Rank fent to be bred up here, and 
lie under no Temptation to truft thof who 
fhould be deareft to us, where we would be loth 
ro truft ourfelves, and where, on no Account, 
we would truft our Money, merely becaufe we 
will not examine Things to the Bottom, but 
take them on Report from infincere and in- 
futticient Judges. 
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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


PIAHE Particulars hitherto tranfmitted of rhe 
Treatment General Sakendorf, has met 
wii fince his Return from the Army, are con- 
tained in the Letters from Vienna, of the 26th 
of laft Month, O. S. as follow. 
‘ The Velt-Marfhal had not been arrived 
‘ many Days, before the Autick Council of 
‘ War tent him a written Paper, containing 
* certain Articles, to each of which his ]m- 
* perial Majeity enjoyn’d fim to anfwer cate- 
* porically. The Antwer he gave in Obedience 
* to this Order, being not thought fufhcient, the 
‘ Couccil fent him Werd, by the Emperor's 
© Command, That it qwas bis Imperial Majefty’s 


* Hill and Pleafure, that be should confine himfelf 


* a Prifomer to bis own Heufe. ‘The Count de 
* Seckendorf received this Order with very 
* preat Re{pect and Calmne’s On Sunday the 
* 23d of October, at 4.0°Clock in the Afternoon, 
* there was a Grand Council of War at the 
‘ Palace, prefent his Imperial Majeity, wherein 
* ic was judg'd neceflary to take more effectual 
* Meafures tor fecuring the Perfon of the Count 
‘ de Seckendorff. At the Breaking up of this 
© Council, which held 3 Hours, the Major of the 
* Town, attended by a Captain, 12 Soldiers or 
* Fufileers, 2 Captains, and an Exempt, went to 
‘the Count’s Hotel, and having ‘ecured the 
* Gates, and Avenues of all the Apartments, 
« he fignify'd to the General, That it was the 
* Emperoy’s Gommand, and Sovereign Will and 
 Pleafure, that be jkeuld not enly continue under 
« Aeveft at his own Houfe, but that he fhould aljo 
* have a Guard placed upon him in bis Chamber, 
* and rot be allowed to {peak with any Body but in 
. © the Prefence of bis Keeper. ‘The Count de Secken- 
* dorf made Anfwer, J bold what I bave by bis 
* Imperial Majefty's Courtefy, and to bim am I 
« obliged for every Thing: He has a Right to di/pofe 
* of my Liberty, my Life, and all that I pejefs. 
* The Majer of the Town, b:fore he went 
« away, Rt-pp’d to the Countefs of Seckendorf, 
‘ and told her, That jhe was free to keep the Court 
* her Hushand Company, if jhe defived it ; but that 
* the Emperor expetted it jhould be only on Condition, 
* that jbejbould not ftir out of the Chamber awhere 
* be was confined he Lady confented to be- 
* come her Husband's Fellow-Prifoner ; bur has 
* fince changed her Mind, and has got her Li- 
* berty granted, whereby fhe hopes to be betrer 
* enabled to ferve her Husband. 
* Befides the Officer that is pofted as a Guard 
* over the Count in his Chamber, there are in 
* the Anti-Chamber next to that Apartment 3 
* Soldiers, who ftand Centry with Bayonets at 
* the End of their Muskets. His Secretary and 
* his Valet de Chambre are guarded each by a 
© Couple of Soldiers; and there is a frict In- 
* junGtion left, ro admit no Perions whatfoever 
* ‘to the Count, and even nor fo much as his Re- 
* lations. 
-* The Commiffioners whom the Emperor has 
* appointed to inquire into this General’s Con- 
* duét, are the Velt-Marfhals the Count de 
f Konig fgg» and the Count de Palfi (the latter 
* of whom was nominated at firft for the Com- 
* mand of the Imperial Army in Hungary) the 
* Counts Jorger, Oliver de Wallis, de Welzegg, 
* de Harrach, and de Cordoua. 
‘Tho’ the Count had been feveral Days under 
* Arveft, when the Letters came away, it did 
* not appear that he made the leaft Murruring, 
* and only faid, That he bas nothing to reproach 
* himfe'f tor ; and that if the Reafons be has to offer 
‘ in bis Defenfe, come to bis Imperial Majefty’s 
* Knowledge, he fratters himfelf that be will no 
* longer think him guilty, Mean Time, the weil- 
* known Equity of the Emperor, and of the 
‘ Aulick Council, and the Abilities of the 
; Members who compo that T ribunal, leave 
* no Room to doubt bur all due Regard will 
be had to the Validity of the Arguments 
. which that General has to urge in his Juftifi- 
* cation.” 7 


The laft Advices from the Count de Muni bh, 
fay, that he has received pofitive Intelligence 
that the Tartars were preparing to invade the 
Ukraine = next Winter ; bur that he has 
made all the neceffary Difpafitions to give them

Letters from Poland fay that the Turks, who 
are aflembled in great Numbers about Bender, 
have received Orders to march forthwith to 
Oczakow, and to endeavour to retake ir. 

According to fome particular Advices, Ge- 
neral Schmettau, who was thought ro be dead, 
is very ill at Buda; where, ‘is fit, he has been 
arretted by Order of the Imperial Court, and 
that he is to be brouglie to Vienna, as foon as 
his Health will perma. They add too, That 
Colonel Lentulus has be-n put under an Ar- 
reft ; but this News requires Confirmation. 

The Velt Marfhal de Khevenhwiler, on his 
Arrival at Vienna, from the Army, went next 
Day to Court, and was moft gracioufly received 
by the Emperor, who converied with him abour 
2 Hours; after which the General made his 
Appearance in the Councti of War, where he 
gave an Account of the State of the Army, and 
of feveral Particulars relating to the Conduct cf 
the Officers under Arreit. ‘That Night, and 
next Day, he had a Conference with the Velr 
Marthal de Konigiegg and fome other Mini- 
fters ; and after having taken Leave of his Im- 
perial Majefty, he returned to the Army. 

Ic appears by a Letter from Hamburch, that 
the Ruffians propofe to have no leis than 
275,000 Men on Foot next Year, and anume 
rous Squadron upon the Black Sea. 

According to a private Letter from a good 
Hand at Vienna, the chief Subject of Political 
Converifation, is the good Underitanding faid to 
be perfectly reftored between the Families of 
Aultria and Bavaria, by the Mediation of 
France. * They tell us, that by Vircue of the 
* Accommodation, the Elector of Bavaria is to 
© furnifh the Emperor with 1o,oco Men, who 
* are to be maintuin’d by the States of Auftria 
© out of the Contributions which they ansually 
* pay to the Emper r. "Tis added; that the 
* Electurs of Bavaria and Cologne, and the 
* Elector Palatine, have alfo promifed to give 
theie Vores at the Dyct of ihe Empire, for che 
Extraordinary Subinty which his Imperial 
Majetty demunds, ot. Account of the War 
againit the Turks. "Tis fsid too, that in 
Confideration of thefe Services done by the 
Bavarian Family to the Auftrian, the Emperor 
confents to the Marriage of the Electoral 
Princefs of Bavaria, tothe King of the Two 
Sicilies, which he would never yet agree to. 
If this be all true, as they fay it is, “twill 
certainly be a vaft Help ro tne Imperial Court, 
in cafe they are oblig’d to continue tie War 
againft the Turks, as in ail Appearance they 
will: But the Principal Thing will be fill 
wanting, that isto fay, Moncey, which where 
to get they know net; the Sources from 
which they ufed to have a plentiful Supply in 
Cafes of Emergence, being, at a very improper 
* Juncture, ftopp’d up." 

The laft Letters from the Imperial Army fay, 
That the Velt Marfha! Count Philippi is very 
advantageoufly pofted with his Army, in a Camp 
nearer to Sabatch, where he has made a Line of 
Circumvallation round it, which he has fortity’d 
with feveral Pieces of Cannon. The Infidels, 
who continue to rendezvous in Bofivia and Ser- 
via, are faid to amount to 70,coo Men. “Tis 
confirm'd, that rhe Turks have invelted Ufirza ; 
but the Report of its having furrendered is 
groundlefs. 

The Subftance of the Grand Scignior’s An- 
fwer to the Propofitions ot Peace, made by the 
Imperial and Ruffian Plenipotentiaries, before 
the breaking up of the Congrefs at Nimivow, was 
as follows :

‘his Eloquence, and extoli’d his Wildom, 
‘ Courtefy, and Affabiliry. He founded and en- 
« dowed anoble Mantion ar iiodena, for poor 
« Children of both Sexes ; and he always took 
« Care that the Churches in that City were re- 
‘paired ; that Piety might increafe, and Peace 
« and Righteoufnefs bear Suay —. his Sub- 
: jeéts. He augmented the Principality of his 
‘‘Anceftors with the Duchy of Mirandola, the 
‘ Marquifate of Concordia, the County of No- 
‘ yarella in I:aly, and other Domains ia Hun- 
‘gary. But, alas! Death puts a Period to all 
«Things! At length being worn out with Fa- 
tigues and Old Age, leaving for the Heir of 
¢his Duchy, and his Virtues, Frawncts- 
«Mary, his Son; who is now giving Il- 
¢ Juftrious Proofs, in Servia and Bofnia, of his 
‘ Valour, in the War againft the Turks: He 
« gave Order that his Corpfe fhould be de- 
« pofited with the Regular Clergy in this Tomb, 
‘ which was begun by [fabel, Princels of Savoy, 
* his moft pious Grandmother, and which he 
¢ afterwards tinifhed for himielf and his Po- 
8 ftericy.” 

A Letter of the 1f of October O S. from 
Leghorn takes notice, that the Jews there did not 
confent to advance the Sum lately borrow’d cf 
them for his Imperial Majettv, till the Count de 
Wachtendonck had threaten’d them that other- 
wife the Privileges vranted them when they came 
to fettle a Trade there, fhou'd be revoked ; and 
that tho” thefe Menaces have in the prefent Ci‘e 
had their Effect, "tis apprehended that in time 
fome Body will have caufe to revract them; the 
Magifirates and Merchants of Leghorn having 
fo tar efpoufed the Jews, as to prefent a Me- 
morial to the Prince de Craon, wherein they 
reprefent, that a Proceeding of this Nature was 
intirely contrary to the Liber:ics of a Free 
Port, and that chere needed nothing but a few 
more fuch Attempts intirely to ruin the Trade 
of Leghorn, and con‘equently to defeat the 
Great Duke of his chief Revenue. Thefe Re- 
monftrances being fent to Florence, were exa- 
min’d foon after in an extraordinary Council of 
State; at the breaking up of which a Courier 
was difpatch’d with the Refule of it to the 
Grand Duke. 

The laft Letters from Paris, which are of the 
7th Inftant, O. S. fay, That M. Seguin, Ad- 
vocate in the Parliament of Bretagne, has prtb- 
lih’d a Pamphlet at Rennes, in 44 Pages in 
gto, intivuled, The True Secret of the Longitude 
difovered : In which he declares, that he has 
found out a new and the only Method for dif- 
covering the Longitude, both at Sea and Land, 
to the greatelt Nicety ; without having Re- 
eourfe to Eclipfes, Pendulums, and Regulators. 
But he referves it to himfelf, ro diftover the 
Secret hereafter, when a Provifional Reward is 
fettled, which he fixes at 60,000 Livres; or 
otherwife he fhail doom a Difcovery of fuch 
vat Importance, to Eternal Silence.

Several Members of the Government have been 

with Mr. Walpole on this Occafien, and have 

told him, that before being inform'd of the Re- 

folution taken by his Britannick Majefty, it had 

been refolv'd b» their High Mightinefies to ‘end 

three Men of War to Curacco, to join two others 
which ace a€tually there already. Mr. Walpole 

anfwer'd, that his Britannick Majefty was in- 

form'd of this Armament, but as thefe Ships 
were of the fmalleft Size, it feem'd rather necef 

fury to fend fome of fuch» Size as would be apt 
to intimidate the Spaniards. This Affair will be 
likewife treated of in the prefent Affembly of 
the States of Holland.

The Ship of William Wefton, bound from 
Torvecr, for Gouenburg, was lod between the 
tgth and zoth of November Inftant N.S. on a 
Piace called Capitorn, between the Helder and 
the Texel, where the fits dry, and the People 
there walk round her. 

The Mary and Betty, Captain Partis, from 
Barbadoes, is arrived at Cowes, laden with Co- 
coa for the South-fea Company. Sixty per Cent. 
has been given upon this Ship, fhe having been 
given over for loft. She failed from Barbadoes 
the i3th of July, but meeting with bad Wea- 
ther at Sea, {pug a Leak, and was obliged to 
put into Bemudas to have it ftopr. Capt. Partis, 
on the oth of October laft, took up at Sea the 
Crew and Patlengers of a Ship which was fink- 
ing, bound from Newfoundland to Tingmouth 
near Exon. 

On Sunday Monday about One o’Clock, Mr.
